I will try to give you a brief descrip­ 
tion of what sort of a sensation a per­ 
son gets who goes through a few real 
earthquake shocks —such aa we have 
had the last few days here in Los \rv 
geles. 
To connect the story up properly I 
will start off ly telling you that dur­ 
ing the summer months one seldom 
sees a cloud in this section of the coun­ 
try, but on last Wednesday night a 
real “ thunder storm” came up, such 
as we find back home, which is a very 
rare thing 
here. 
This 
continued 
througflout the early part of the morn­ 
ing, with just a few drops of rain. 
Towards noon the weather turned off 
calm and a little suit.y and by night 
there was not a breeze stirring, which 
is also unusual. 
On Friday morning 
I woke up with a headache but paid 
little attention to that and went to the 
office as u-ual. 
The day was starting 
I out sultry and, as we call it, “ dopey” , 
and those who have ex perienced earth­ 
q u a k e shocks before did ni>V fail to 
mention early in the morning that this 
was “ regular earthquake weather

M., without any 
warning w hatever, the ten story buikl- 
j mg I am in began to jump around like 
t a rubber ;ball —took a jump down and 
: then up, down and up —quicker than 
j one can think. 
And unless one goes 
through a thing of that kind it is im- 
J possible to imagine the feeling one 
gets 
You hear the building.* crash, 
crack, groan and squeak; you can hear 
the rattling of broken glass just ev­ 
ery where, people screaming and run­ 
ning (or trying to) in just every direc­ 
tion, not knowing where to go. 
Well, 
I had been through some slight shocks 
before and knew that two or three 
shocks follow the first one by a few 
minutes, so after the first two heavy 
jolts came. I was close to a window on 
the (>th floor, 
and had started down 
the fire escape. 
I got to the 4th floor 
and then I realized that it was safer 
inside than out and went back. 
I had 
regained “ nerve” enough to go back 
up to the office. 
There were many 
excited people, but it did not take 
them very long to settle down to work 
again, nervous, of course. 
The shake 
1 seemed to have 
been harder in our 
j section of 
town than in others for 
quite 
a few of the big 
street light 
I globes were broken near us. while in 
other sections of town they remained 
unharmed. 
During the 
noon hour 
there were two more shocks, but this 
time 
they were of the 
usual kind, 
which rock sideways—in every direc­ 
tion—just a good shake-up. 
I was out 
walking and did not even notice this 
one. 
But about 1:30 P. 
M. another 
heavy shock came and shook things 
un good and proper, with the same re­ 
sults as before and this time I walked 
to the window to see the excitement 
outside, as people all start out in the 
street as fast as they can. 
Jist as I 
was standing at the window another 
shock came along, this time the heav­ 
iest of them all, 
and the sight was 
just awful. 
It looked like everything 
was coming down, and together with 
the awful noise of the crashing build­ 
ings and breaking glass, as well as 
people screaming,
